Fur Ihii noble act of 
piaiiou-il re[ienlanee and reformation, we 
are indebted In a clergyman uf the Chutch 
of England, Ihe Rev. '!'. li. Nanoa, 
who, whilst chaplain In the sett lenient, 
had acquired a (horuugh kmiiv ledge of its 
abu ii| i nations, anda ijerpconvkliun of the 
national guilt intulved in its maintenance. 
Thus qualilicd for the task of reiealitig to 
the peuple oi Knglaml Ihe trcrrts uf the 
horrible priton-huuse, the reverend gentle- 
nun reJuceJ the ilory lo ivrilin^, and

action, we feel bound to lender tu the Btv. 
Ur. Nit uoa oar warmest acknowledg- 
ments for Ihe able, temperate, judicium, sod 
mast triumphant meant by which he hat 
brought about so bleued * consummation. 
He has rendered a distinguished service to 
the cause of humanity, tu the mural in- 
terest! of these colonies, audio Ihe honour 
of Ui* British Crown. 

While tbc despatch we have just now 
noticed frees Van Diemen'i Land frum 
Ihe me i, bus of Norfolk Island, the next 
in the series, dated loth Aovemher, IBIS, 
and republished in the llrreld of 
the 16th instant, freet New South 
Wales from the incubus of North 
Australia. Tu Ihe protracted and elabo- 
rate reasoning of hia lordship t predecessor, 
air.

THE PRICE OF LAND.

entrusted lo Mr. Fosria's management, it 
would be a delusion to suppose that any- 
thing but a mere progress re) urt would Est 
presented tills yesr. Il will be seen by 
the repnit that ihe members whospoke on 
the subject were veiy cautions. Mr. Foi- 
Tia opened with a speech intended tu give

If that proposition had bean nu si the 
present one he should hive supported It ; tnij 
he said, the sijuatting question could not b* 
settled till the price of land waa induced. He 
did not think thia unfair, because lh* price of 
land and the suuattinjt system wet* already 
both nettled hy Act of Parliament. This was 
what caused him (Mr. Danear) to impose til* 
proportion, and not any desire to hlink the 
question.
